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WOOD'S PLACE IN FUTURE HOMES 


How much lumber and how many wood prod- 
ucts will be included in the homes in the 
"golden 60's"? How can the wood industry 
help insure that its products will not 
"take a back seat" in the housing boom 
predicted for the next decade? These were 
the main questions asked during a recent 
Washington conference of 27 leading fig- 
ures in building, architecture, lumber 
manufacturing and distribution. The 187- 
page transcript of the Wood Industry 
Product Planning Conference has now been 
released, and here are some of the main 
recommendations: 








(1) Wood products manufacturers must 
seek ways to improve present methods of 
component construction. (2) They must 
assist the builders in reducing on-site 
labor costs. (3) They must make avail- 
able more pre-cut and pre-finished wood 
items. (4) They must help builders con- 
serve materials through more precise en- 
gineering and use of the same material 
for both structural and finish purposes. 


Consensus of the architects and builders 
was that wood has a tremendous future in 
home building if the lumber industry will 
undertake the product research necessary 
to keep pace with competitive materials. 
One suggestion voiced at the N.L.M.A. 
sponsored session was that the wood in- 
dustries should cooperate to launch a 
mammoth research program and set up a 
central Housing Research and Development 
Laboratory. 








A.F.M. CONVENTION PREVIEW

RECORD CONSTRUCTION SPENDING 


June construction spending rose 15% 
above the year-ago level to $5 billion, 
Commerce-Labor Depts. report. Expendi- 
tures for the first six months of '59

rose to $24.9 billion, also a record for 
the period. 


On a seasonally-adjusted basis, Janu- 
ary-June construction spending was at an 
annual rate of $55.1 billion, compared 
with actual outlays of $49.1 billion 
in '58. 





BUILDERS OPTIMISTIC 


Three out of four builders recently sur- 
veyed by N.A.H.B. expect the second half 
of the year to equal or top the first half 
of '59 in house starts. 


Private house starts in the first five 
months of '59 were 558,400, well over the 
total of 396,700 for the same period last 
year, government figures show. 


RISE IN BUILDING COSTS 


Building costs went up as much in the 
first five months of '59 as they did in 
all of '58, Architectural Forum reports. 
"Instrumental in this rise," it said, 
"is the increased price of lumber, up 
10.3% since May, '58, and plywood, up 
15.6%." The overall building materials 
index advanced to 2.7% this year, well 
above the 2% increase for all of '58. 


WOMEN LIKE WOOD 


Survey of "100 typical women" by 
N.L.M.A. reveals the following on what 
homemakers want in their homes: 


Wood is the most popular material for 
flooring, built-ins, windows, kitchen 
cabinets, outside doors, accent walls, 
trim and fences. About 80% want wood 
paneled walls in recreation and play 
room area. Some 70% want two materials 
on their exterior of their homes, and 
almost all who voiced this preference 
specified wood for one of the materials. 








FURNITURE HEADED FOR RECORD 


"At the current rate, the furniture 
industry is operating at a level which 
will produce a $2,600,000,000 year," 
N.A.F.M. reports. "This would comfort- 
ably exceed '56 which was $2,566,000,- 
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000 = the previous high. The industry 
seems well on its way to its biggest 
year." 

Shipment-wise, May was a month of prog- 
ress for all segments of the furniture 
industry except casegoods, said N.A.F.M. 
Industry shipments widened the gap with 
"58 to 12%. At the end of five months, 
orders exceeded last year by 20%. 


Seidman & Seidman report: "Preliminary 
reports indicate that the nation's wood 
household furniture industry moved ahead 
again in May, '59. Orders were up 15% 
from April orders and 28% from May, '58." 


P.I. BLASTS TARIFF DECISION 


"The United States Tariff Commission in 
a four to two decision June 22 has denied 
relief to the domestic hardwood plywood 
industry in an inexplicable decision," 
Hardwood Plywood Institute reports. The 
commission's decision, ineffect, denied 
the American industry's effort to impose 
restrictions on foreign hardwood ply- 
wood. The commission based its ruling 
on an assumption that the main foreign 
product in dispute - Japanese luan - is 
just not competitive with U. S. produced 
mahogany and/or luan. 





The H.P.I. statement said: "It is in- 
teresting to note that in the majority's 
report, it (the commission) has com- 
pletely disregarded all of the testimony 


offered by the Hardwood Plywood Instit- 
tute’'s witnesses. The majority in the 
conclusion of its report could have made 
its finding without the industry survey 
or the hearing, as the facts established 
by both the survey and the hearing are 
not pertinent to the conclusion reached 
by the majority." 


H.P.I. concludes with this statement: 
"There is no appeal from a Tariff Com- 
mission decision. An investigation by 
Congress would be helpful. To get this, 
every American hardwood plywood manufac-

turer should ask his Congressmen and 
Senators to have an investigation in- 
stituted.” 


PROFIT YEAR FOR PIANOS 


Current prosperity is helping boom the 
piano business. Shipments for the first 
four months of the year were more than 
31% higher than for the same '58 period, 
and the trend is continuing. 





LUMBER CONTINUES GAINS 


Lumber production recorded new gains in 
May but at a slower rate than in the two 
previous months this year, N.L.M.A. re=- 
ports. May production of 3,163,000,000 
bd. ft. was 1% above April and 12% above 
May, '58. May shipments were down 2% from 
April but up 9% from May, ‘58. 


Western Pine Association reports: "Up- 
ward trend of both production and ship- 
ments of lumber by the Western pine in- 
dustry continued during the second quar- 
ter of '59 but at a somewhat slower rate 
than in the first quarter. Preliminary 
estimates indicate a second quarter re- 
gional production of 2,358 million ft., 
up 18% from a year ago." 








Weekly average of Douglas fir region 
sawmill production in June was 172,785,- 
000 bd. ft., or 105.4% of the '54-58 
average, West Coast Lumbermen's Associa- 
tion reports. 


DOUBLE HELP ON MONEY MATTERS

A one-year study by the Battelle Memo- 
rial Institute, Columbus, Ohio, will 
search out new ways of increasing wood's 
dimensional stability. Financed by seven 
wood products companies, the program will 
consider possible use of chemicals to 
cause crosS-linking reactions within 
wood fibers. Also to be studied is the 
possibility of using gelatinous mate- 
rials to fill the micro-voids in wood.

Angle Boring With Air Drills 

Use OF AIR-POWERED drill units has 
greatly speeded the difficult task of 
boring holes at a 45° angle in panels 
at the Nucraft Furniture Co., Grand 
Rapids, Mich. The work was done 
formerly with a single spindle router, 
and the panel had to be individually 
placed for each hole location. With 
the old setup, it took two days to run 
a production order, 

With the air-powered drill units, 
the same job now can be run in two 
hours. Holes are more accurate in 
size and spacing, permitting easier 
dowel assembly and less finishing. The 


fixture itself can be easily changed for 
different hole patterns in the panels 
with particle board or other cores. 


Finishing Fire Precaution 


Many Fires in the finishing depart- 
ment start in the materials storage 
room when materials are being taken 
from drums. This is best prevented 
by the use of fireproof transfer pumps 
which are equipped with a ball check 
valve. The valves check the discharge 
of the liquid when the handle stops 
turning and have a flame baffle that 
prevents fire trom entering the drum. 


Master Carving Patterns 

A CONCERN which specializes in wood 
carvings utilizes its multiple spindle 
carving machines wherever possible. 
While master patterns for repetitive or 
long-run carvings are made of metal, 
a more economical type of pattern has 
been developed for short runs. The 
desired shape is first developed by 
hand from clay. It is then cast in 
plaster which is sprayed with a pro- 
tective coating. This coating provides 
the smooth surface which the multi- 
ple spindle carving machine operator 
needs in order to duplicate the carv- 
ing on a number of wood parts by 
tracing the pattern contour.

EDITORIAL 


A 10-Year 


Program for Wood 


ROM the Sacramento, Calif., Hoo-Hoo 

Club last month came a proposal for a 
National Forest Products Week. In endors- 
ing the idea, Hoo-Hoo headquarters in Mil- 
waukee urged industry-wide support  be- 
cause such a week “should have a tremen- 
dous impact on the consumer to the benefit 


of all wood products.” 


Needless to say, Woop & Woop Prop- 
ucts, which proposed and campaigned for 
a National Forest Products Week in a series 
of editorials from November, 1956, through 
February, 1957, is delighted to see the idea 
revived. We shall most certainly co-operate, 
for this is one way to bring wood promotion 
to the “grass roots” level. 

Such activities are entirely deserving of 
consideration in conjunction with the 5-point 
“Marketing Unlimited” program proposed 
by N.L.M.A. President Robert M. Ingram to 
place the wood industry in a position “to 
do business the way the public wants to do 


business.” 


To take full advantage of “the tremen- 
dous marketing opportunities to be offered 
by rising living standards, population growth 
and the increase in new-family formations in 
prospect for the 60's,” and to counter the 
market-raiding tactics of wood’s competitors, 
Mr. Ingram’s program would be aimed at 
these five basic objectives: 

1) Expand research activities; (2) im- 
prove manufacturing processes and find 
new uses for wood; (3) strengthen and 
expand distribution channels and develop 
a closer relationship with all outlets; (4) 
take steps to insure that wood is not 
sold for improper uses; (5) step up mer- 
chandising and promotional activities at 
local, regional and national levels. 


Much has been said and written on the 
urgent need for such a program. Much 
must be done. Expanded research within 
companies and use of laboratories available 
to the industry are musts. And sound engi- 


neering is needed; for example, in the func- 
tional sizing of lumber. (See Paul H. Leach 
article in July WWP.) Too, we need more 
activity in the manufacture and sale of fac- 
tory-assembled components. 


\ S an industry, our sights must be 


broadened so that we will think and 
act in terms of wood—not merely lumber, 
which is but one of many wood products. 
Let’s not forget that the consumer likes and 
wants to buy something more than “just 
boards” and 2x4’s. If we are going all out to 
sell more wood for more uses, if we really 
are interested in saving and expanding 
wood’s markets, let’s remember that ply- 
wood, hardboard, particle board and similar 
wood-base materials must be included prom- 
inently in our thinking. 

When it comes to distribution problems, 
as we have pointed out before, let no pro- 
ducer of lumber or any other basic wood 
material make the mistake of assuming that 
he has the “lumber dealer” in his hip 
pocket. Remember, the dealer today is large- 
ly a full-line building materials outlet. He 
sells what his market demands. He is not 
necessarily wedded to wood. So he must be 
creatively sold on lumber and other wood 
products just as hard and effectively as he 
is being sold by the producers of other ma- 
terials now in active competition for his 
support and for the consumer's dollar. Nor 
should many industrial users of wood in 
large volume be taken for granted. They are 
not necessarily “wood people” by nature, 
and they must be continuously and crea- 
tively sold on wood’s advantages. 

Bob Ingram’s “Marketing Unlimited” pro- 
gram offers a solid basis for mobilizing a 
strong, united wood industry—right down 
to the “grass roots”—in an all-out, long- 
term effort to win back, build up and expand 
wood’s markets. Failure to take such action 
now on the tremendous potential of the 60's 
could result in the industry one day waking 
up to find that, as he says, “its only glory is 
its past.” 

Mr. Ingram — and we — would welcome 


your views.

THE PROFESSIONAL HANDLING of the 
current crop of sales brochures for pre- 
fabricated homes is a revealing testi- 
mony to the striking progress made 
by this major wood-consuming indus- 
try in the past few years. 

Housing experts have pointed out 
that it has “not been too many years 
ago when the word ‘prefab house’ was 
practically an off-color word in the 
public mind.” Thanks mostly to the 
progress in the prefabricated home 
industry itself, the pendulum is defi- 
nitely swinging in favor of factory- 
built housing.

Today, there are few 


a person mentions that “I bought a 


prefab house.” Some believe that in 


the none-too-distant future, the phrase 
“conventional built” could fall under 
the same stigma that was attached to 
word “prefab” immediately following 
World War I. Sound merchandising 
is convincing the consumer of the 
economy and increased value in fac- 
tory-built housing; and, even the most 
conventional of builders can see the 
advantage of building with pre-en- 
gineered parts in place of site-cut 
pieces 

The purpose of the brochures pub- 
lished by prefabricated home manu- 
facturers is, of course, to convince 
builders and homeowners alike of the 
desirability of “going prefab.”

(10) Financing cards on which 
data on prospects can be quickly 
noted. 

Several major prefabricated home 
manufacturers also maintain home dis- 


play centers. These display centers 


may be located at the home plant, as 
is the case with Pease Woodwork Co., 
or they may be scattered at several 
locations near major population cen- 
ters. 

Apparently encouraged by the re- 
sounding success of the biggest manu- 
facturer, National Homes Corp., La- 
fayette, Ind., more manufacturers are 
offering their builder-dealers finane- 
ing assistance. Although the trend is 
toward more help by manufacturers 
in actually putting up temporary loan 
cash, this practice by manufacturers is 
not performed by as many companies 
who merely offer financing advice 
In most cases, the advice 1S complete 
enough to carefully lead a_ builder 
with no financing experience through 
every step in a loan transaction. W. G 
Best even includes a booklet in its 
brochure entitled, “Most Frequent 
Errors Found in FHA and VA Sub- 
missions and Transactions.” 

A survey by Manufactured Homes 
magazine reveals that manufacturers 
expect to sell 137,500 prefabricated 
homes this year. With the dynamically 
expanding economy predicted for the 
1960's, some experts believe that this 
will be the decade “in which the pre- 
fabrication of housing equals the con- 
struction of homes by conventional 
methods.”

The line has a capacity of approxi 
mately 60,000 sq. ft. per shift and the 
complete multi-coat finishing cycle re 
quires only about six minutes with 
just two men on the basic finishing- 
dry ing sanding waxing line 

Running at a speed of about 35 
f.p.m., the fully conveyorized system

finishes standard 4 x 8 ft. panels in 
a variety of species including walnut, 
cherry, birch, oak, ash and Philippine 
mahogany. Panels both smaller (4x7) 
and larger (4x10) can be convenientls 
finished on the line. 

Supplying the building trade in a ter- 
ritory along the Atlantic seaboard ex- 
tending from Boston, Mass., to Wash- 
ington, D. C., the firm offers V-groov- 
ing and special protective packaging 
as features of its line. 

Essentially, the finishing operation 
consists of three basic units tied to- 
gether by a continuous conveyor sys- 
tem. The units, produced by separate 
manufacturers, were selected because 
each offered ideal features from the 
controlled 


standpoints of uniformly 


quality, minimum adjustment and, 
consequently, adaptability for integra- 
tion into a fully automatic line 

The first unit in the line is a roller 
coater which controls the speed of the 
complete line and is capable of op- 
erating at 30 to 90 f.p.m. It features 
a self-adjusting metering roll which 
remains in correct tangent to the coat- 
ing roll (regardless of vertical move- 
ment roll) to accommodate various 
stock thicknesses. The coating formula 
is maintained at constant level by air 
controls. Thus, one setting at the start 
of production sets the unit for the 
day's run. 

The coater is equipped with its own 
infeed and outfeed mesh conveyor 
belts. The outfeed belt carries the 
coated panel onto a continuous slat 
conveyor belt which moves the panel 
up to and through the 73 ft. long in- 
frared drying oven without manual 
handling. 

The oven is 4 ft. wide and consists 
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of three fully controlled zones. It uti- 
lizes a total of 350 lamps arranged in 
rows of four each across the width of 
the panels. Depending on the type of 
finish applied, thickness of coating, 
etc., the infrared units can be con- 
trolled so as to produce varying tem- 
peratures for varying periods of time. 

The particular heat formula is in 
turn controlled by contact and thermal 
sensing switches which permit the 
oven to be completely self-controlled, 
modifying temperatures to suit varia- 
tions in line speed and in intervals 
between panels. At the outfeed end 
of the ovens, the panels travel for a 
distance in open air for cooling prior 
to further processing. 

At this point, the conveyor belt 
feeds the panel into a 50 in. flail-type 
drum sander. Complete in itself, this 
unit has its own infeed and outfeed 
pickup rolls and takes over panel 
handling from this point of the con- 
vevor belt 

Essentially, the unit features a re- 
silient sanding roll consisting of a se- 
ries of coated abrasive flaps fixed to 
a mandrel. As the mandrel rotates, 
the flaps are extended by centrifugal 
force to form a resilient sanding sur- 
face which produces a uniform abra- 
sive action across the entire surface 
and length of the panel regardless of 
unevenness in the surface, thus elimi-

nating danger of sand-through on the 
coating. The large amount of abrasive 
that can be loaded into the drum 
makes possible hundreds of hours of 
continuous operation W ithout dressing 
or adjustment 

As the working edges of the abra- 


sive flaps wear down, a new coated 


abrasive face is exposed, which makes 
for uniformity of finish from panel to 
panel and prevents clogging of the 
abrasive. The machine in which the 
drum is mounted is designed to bring 
the drum into working position only 
when panels are passing through the 
machine and to oscillate the drum to 
prevent the appearance of sanding 
patterns on the work surface. 

According to Frank Marshall, gen- 
eral manager of the plant, the unit is 
used to sand the sealer and to bur- 
nish lacquer topcoats. “It has been 
used eight hours a day ever since its 
installation. Several million feet have 
passed through this sander unattended 
and without a single breakdown, and 
the original sandpaper load is still in 
the unit.” 

Thus, Industrial has achieved a set- 
up in which each of the three basic 
units requires a minimum of attention, 
and each is automatically integrated 
with the production line—all control- 
led from a central panel. This central 
panel is primarily for the regulation of 
flow speeds and is situated at a point 
which permits continuous quality con- 
trol inspection. 

Up ahead of the roller coater, a

high-speed machine chamfers edges 
and V-grooves the panels before they 
enter the finishing line.

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What to Know Before You 


Start Charcoal Production 


By DAVID L. HUFF

CURRENTLY A GREAT DEAL of interest 
is being expressed over the substantial 
and continuing increase in charcoal 
consumption. Lumbermen and forest 
officials find this development espe- 
cially attractive since it affords an op- 
portunity to secure commercial utili- 
zation of the large and continuous vol- 
ume of residual “waste” woods which 
is commonly found at many sawmills 
ind other wood plants. A large propor- 
tion of this unused wood (slabs, edg- 
ings, and trim) which is now burned 
is a nuisance material or left in piles 
is suitable as the basic raw 
material for the production of char- 


to decay 


coal 

For an industry that had almost 
been given up for dead, it has sudden- 
ly come to life and in such proportions 
that it might very well exceed the 
heights it reached during the turn of 
the century when charcoal production 
reached its zenith. The last few years 
charcoal production has been increas- 
ing at an annual rate of approximately 
1] During 1958, approximately 325 
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million tons of charcoal were pro- 
duced in the United States. 

Outdoor Craze: The primary reason 
for this sudden and spectacular de- 
mand for charcoal is its use as the 
popular fuel for domestic outdoor 
cooking. Millions of Americans, pri- 
marily middle-class suburbanites, are 
showing an unprecedented “craze” for 
outdoor living (backyard barbecues, 
picnics, camping, etc). Likewise, char- 
coal has become the symbol or com- 
panion feature in each of these out- 
door activities. 

Advice to Prospective 
Even though the charcoal industry ap- 
pears to have a promising future, 
prospective investors should make a 
careful and realistic appraisal of this 
type of business activity before enter- 
ing it. 

The literature currently available on 
entering and operating a charcoal 
business is relatively scarce. Much of 
that which is available makes it ap- 
pear as though success in the charcoal 
business is practically inevitable. Very 
little of this material describes the ap- 
proach to take or pitfalls to avoid. 
Therefore, the following suggestions 
should prove valuable to those persons 
contemplating investing in this type 


Investors: 


of business activity. Established op- 
erators might also find them helpful. 


Realistically ascertain financial 
needs: Care should be exercized in 
not being deceived by the apparent 
simplicity of this type of business. The 
charcoal industry is becoming increas- 
ingly competitive and a sizeable in- 
vestment is necessary to achieve econ- 
omies of scale. Current manufacturing 
facilities necessary for low tonnage 
production costs are very expensive— 
considerably more than the low cost 
kilns which are traditionally associated 
with the production of charcoal. In 
addition, sizeable expenditures are 
now needed for packaging, promotion, 
and selling. 

Conduct market analysis: A careful 
investigation should be made of the 
market in which sales are to be made. 
Such an analysis should try to deter- 
mine certain behavioral characteristics 
of the market (qualitative analysis) as 
well as the size of the market (quanti- 
tative analysis). For example, answers 
to the following questions should be 
obtained: 

(1) Who are the various buyers of 
charcoal? Which group accounts for 
the major share of total sales (lower, 
middle, upper class—urban, subur- 
ban)? 

(2) What are the motives that in- 
fluence consumers in purchasing char- 
coal? 

(3) How much charcoal do con- 
sumers buy at any one time? How of- 
ten is it purchased? When is the prod- 
uct bought (regularly-seasonally ) ? 

(4) What types of outlets do con- 
sumers prefer to purchase charcoal? 

(5) What types of charcoal do con- 
sumers prefer (lump - briquette)? 

(6) What type of package do con- 
sumers prefer to have charcoal con- 
tained in? 

(7) What is the extent of brand 
loyalty by consumers in their pur- 
chases of charcoal? 

(8) What is the extent of competi- 
tion in a particular market? What por- 
tion of this market does each supplier 
have? 

(9) What channel of distribution 
would be most effective in the mar- 
keting of charcoal? 

(10) What is the estimated market 
potential? How much of this total can 
a prospective company expect to de- 
river 

Determine location: A 
proper location analysis should be 
made to determine the optimum site 
for the production facility. If a firm 
is to compete effectively, it must have 
an inexpensive, continuing, readily 
available wood supply; be in a geo-

[HE TAX LAW contains many intricate 
provisions to insure that corporate 
earnings are taxable as ordinary in- 
come whether withdrawn in the form 
of dividends or by any other equiva- 
lent device. Capital gain is realized 
only where the stockholder disposes 
of all or some part of his interest, 
as by sale or on liquidation. Generally 
speaking, there is no way for stock- 
holders to achieve a withdrawal of 
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* How do you avoid sub- 
stantial tax losses when 
a big shareholder dies? 


* How can a corporation 
redeem a decedent's in- 
terests to save on taxes? 


corporate earnings at capital gains 
rates unless accompanied by a sig- 
nificant change in their proportionate 
interest in the corporation. 

There is a long-range possibility 
which deserves consideration and 
which is known as a “spin-off.” The 
law provides that if a corporation 
owns two separate businesses, each of 
which has been owned and operated 
for five years or more, it may form 
a new corporation to conduct one of 
the businesses and distribute the stock 
thereof to the original stockholders 
without tax to them. Thus, the trans- 
action results in the stockholders own- 
ing each of the two business in separ- 


ate corporations. This simple trans- 
action may be utilized to considerable 
tax advantage. 

Suppose a manufacturing company 
has accumulated substantial earnings 
not reinvested in plant and equipment 
and hence represented by liquid as- 
sets. The corporation may purchase 
rental real estate—or any other readily 
salable property which can be operat- 
ed as a separate business An apart- 
ment building might be constructed or 
purchased, subject possibly to a mort- 
gage. The property may then be oper- 
ated five years as a separate division 
of the business, reinvesting the net 
earnings in mortgage curtailment or 
improvements. 

Subsequently, the property may be 
spun-off to a new corporation. If after 
the spin-off, the stock of the new cor- 
poration is sold, the original stock- 
holders pay only a capital gains tax 
on the proceeds. Alternatively, the 
assets of the new company could be 
sold and the company liquidated with 
the same tax results. This is true al- 
though the proceeds in either case 
would represent in large part the ac-

Laminating wood and paper would 
ff course be a simple matter if the 
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wood didn't have to be lacquer pre- 
finished in order to achieve desired 
decorative effects. Due to the pre- 
finishing requirement, Peter Pepper 
technicians had to spend many weeks 
seeking an adhesive that would pro- 
duce sound bonds without attacking 
or discoloring either lacquered wood 
or coated paper laminae 

Since available liquid and paste 
types of glue were found to be un- 
satisfactory, the technicians eventually 
found themselves considering the pos- 
sibility of using a solid-film thermo- 
plast as a bonding agent. In this con- 
nection, the main question was 

Where could they get a thermo- 
plastic film which could be fused 
under pressure at temperatures low 
enough to eliminate the possibility 
of damage to paper and lacquer? 

\ most likely answer to this ques 
tion turned out to be a material used 


by professional photographers in 
mounting prints. 

Tests disclosed that the latter mate- 
rial could be sandwiched between 
paper and lacquered wood surfaces, 
then fused with an ordinary flatiron 
to make laminates of good quality. 
But since this procedure was too tedi- 
ous to be used for production pur- 
poses, they decided to obtain a special 
laminating press. 

The machine hasn’t exactly elimi- 
nated the need for the flatiron. In fact, 
as indicated by an accompanying 
photograph, the iron is still being 
used to tack kaleidoscroll laminae 
together in two or three spots follow- 
ing their alignment in a simple wood 
fixture. 

However, the press has made it 
possible to complete the main por- 
tion of each laminating cycle in a 
period of only ten seconds. During 
this cycle, the press employs about 25 
p.s.i. pressure and a temperature of 
300° F. to fuse a solid-film binder. 

4 temperature of 300° F. could 
damage either paper or a lacquer coat-

happening is negligible—thanks to an 
electrical cycle timer which automat- 
ically opens the press at just the right 
time after it has been manually closed. 

Because the paper laminae of kalei- 
doscrolls must overlap two ends of 
each of the panels on which they are 
mounted, it is necessary to use two 
press operating cycles in the produc- 
tion of each laminate. In the first 
cycle the main portion of a paper 
strip is bonded to the face of a lac- 
quered wood panel; and in the second 
cycle, overlapping ends of the strip are 
adhered to the back side of the panel 

Wood and hardboard panels cul 
rently used in the production of kalei- 
doscrolls have widths averaging about 
10 in. and lengths ranging from 24 
to 60 in. However, these dimensions 
are optional and could be varied in-

1) Why is this important? 

If that 24 davs could be cut in half, 
say to 12 days, or even to zero, this 
manufacturer may be able to reorde: 
inventories more promptly, increase 
production, sales and profits, if his 
sales opportunities warrant. In short, 
by cutting his collection period, a 
manufacturer can increase his capital 
turnover. Since profits are based main- 
ly on capital turnover, any financing 
which permits a business to get money 
back more quickly from accounts re- 
ceivable, is a major aid in increasing 
protits 

5) What is commercial financing? 

Commercial financing is an arrange- 
ment whereby a financing institution 
will either purchase or make a loan 
on a company’s accounts receivable 
as soon as the product is shipped. 
There is no waiting period on collec- 
tions. This applies to manufacturers, 
distributors and jobbers. The two 
methods of commercial finance—fac- 
toring and accounts receivable financ- 
ing—enable a company to operate on 
a cash basis; without waiting for cus- 
tomers to pay their bills. 


(6) Who uses such services? 

Commercial financing is used main- 
ly by growth companies whose sales 
have outgrown their working capital. 
Many are smaller companies who do 
not have access to all the bank financ- 
in, they need 

(7) What does commercial financ- 
ing coverr

able financing. In factoring, the manu- 
facturer sells his accounts receivable 
to the financing company for cash at 
full face value minus the customary 
trade discount. In this method, the 


factoring company is responsible for 
the collection of those accounts receiv- 
able, and customers are asked to pay 
their invoices directly to the financing 
institution. (There are exceptions to 
this: see Question 17 below.) The fi- 
nancing company assumes all bad debt 
losses. 

In accounts receivable financing, the 
financing institution lends the manu- 
facturer 80 to 90% cash on the face 
value of his accounts receivable as 
soon as shipment is made. However, 
the manufacturer maintains responsi- 
bility for collection of outstanding in- 
voices, and also bad debt losses. Un- 
der this arrangement, the financing in- 
stitution does not appear between the 
manufacturer and his customers. 


(8) Isn't bank borrowing prefer- 
able to commercial financing? 

It is. Bank borrowing is preferable 
to any other form of short-term financ- 
ing. It is less costly and involves less 
red tape. 

(9) Why then is commercial fi- 
nancing used? 

Unfortunately, there are legal re- 
strictions on bank loans. Bank loans 
are normally limited to short-term 
loans: 30, 60, 90 days, up to a year 
If they are renewed, some part of the 
principal must be paid off. But most 
important: bank loans are usually lim- 
ited to some proportion of net worth. 

(10) What will a commercial fi- 
nance company do for a manufac- 
turer? 


Since the commercial finance com- 
pany looks to a firm’s accounts receiv- 
able as collateral, a firm with $100,- 
000 in monthly receivables can expect 
to raise at least $80,000 immediately 
as the goods are shipped. Moreover, 
there is no “cleanup.” This $80,000 
to $100,000 can be used over and over 
again as a revolving fund, or the

(13) How do bank rates and com- 
mercial finance rates compare? 

The rates in commercial financing 
are higher than bank rates, but the 
dollar cost difference is small. Since it 
is the dollar cost that is important, we 
will start from there. 

The factoring company charges in- 
terest on its money, which is paid up- 
on receipt of the firm’s accounts re- 
ceivable; also a fee covering collection 
and bad debt losses. Interest is at the 
annual rate of about 6 per cent; the 
fee for assuming the risk of collection 
varies. 

Let us assume that all the firm’s 
shipments are made on the first of the 
month, and the accounts receivable 
are immediately turned over to the 
commercial finance company for cash 

Since the average collection is about 
13 days after the first 10 days when 
the receivable can be discounted, this 
means that the factoring company 
must wait 23 days to collect its money 
from the firm’s customers. Of course 
some payments will be received more 
promptly and some may be delin- 
quent, but the average will remain 23 
days. The manufacturer being factor- 
ed is charged interest for those 23 
days. Interest on $1,000 for 23 days 
at 6% per annum, amounts to $3.83. 

The factoring free which covers the 
collection service and the involved 
risks varies u ith the volume of sales, 
with the size of the average invoice, 
with the number of bills to be collec- 
ted, and the credit rating of the firm 
Under normal conditions, the factor 
ing fee is less than 1 per cent, most 
usually about 3/4 of 1%. The factor- 
ing fee on $1,000 of receivables would 
therefore be $7.50. Total cost for a 
given month’s receivables (factoring 
fee plus interest): $11.33. For this the 
client receives financing of receiv- 
ables, and complete credit service, in- 
cluding elimination of collection ex- 
pense and bad debt losses 

In accounts receivable financing, on 
the other hand, the charge is for inter- 
est only, since there is no credit and 
collection work. The charge normally 
is about 1% a month for cash ad- 
vanced. Again for simplicity, let us as- 
sume the firm ships all its goods on 
the first of the month and that its 
average collection period is 23 days 
At 1% per month for $1,000 for 23 
days, the cost is $7.66. 

(14) How does this type of financ- 
ing compare with a bank loan? 

If a bank loan were available, the 
firm has to pay 5 to 6%. The bank 
also stipulates that a borrower of a 
commercial loan must leave 20% of 
the principal amount in a compensat- 
ing bank balance.

(15) If commercial financing costs 
more, why use it? 

In comparing commercial finance 
with bank loans, one must remember 
that banks usually look at net worth, 
and adjust their loan to conform with 
the borrowers net worth 

More precisely, if commercial fi- 
nancing will permit a company to ex- 
pand its sales by (say) 20°¢—from $1 
million to $1.2 million—what does this 
add to a company’s profit? If the man- 
ufacturing Company earns an average 
# 10° gross profits on net sales 


which is average for most manufac- 


turers), this means $20,000 gross 
profits on the $200,000 sales increase. 
To reach $200,000 additional annual 
sales, is a matter of about $16,500 a 
month in receivables. To cover those 
receivables through commercial fi- 
nancing would cost about $1,500 an- 
nually in accounts receivable financing 
—for $20,000 additional gross profits. 
And the financing cost is tax deducti- 
ble. 

(16) Why is accounts receivable fi- 
nancing called non-notification financ- 
ing 

Since the client firm maintains its 
own collection service in accounts re- 
ceivable financing, the financing com- 
pany has no reason to deal with the 
firm's customers 

(17) Is it possible to avoid notifi- 
cation in factoring finance? 


A few leading commercial finance 
compames have developed non-notiti- 
cation factoring plans. The result is 
that factoring is definitely available 
without notifving the customers of 
client companies 

18) Can equipment be acquired 
through commercial financing? 

Yes. Commercial finance companies 
will advance cash to clients to acquire 
new equipment. Usually on a 3-vear

election; where all shareholders are in- 
dividuals (but including the estate of 
a deceased shareholder); where there 
is only one class of stock; and where 
gross receipts from rents, royalties, 
dividends, interests, annuities, and 
gains on sales or exchanges of stock 
or securities do not exceed 2007 of 
total receipts. 

Where the individual shareholders’ 
top tax bracket including their pro 
rata share of the corporate income, 
will generally be less than the cor- 
porate rate (30% on income up to 
$25,000; 529% on income exceeding 
$25,000), this election may be desir- 
able. Also, where the corporation cus- 
tomarily pays out most of its income 
in dividends, the election may be ad- 
visable in any event to avoid the dou- 
ble tax burden. It may also be desir- 
able to make the election for a year in 
which the corporation will have sub- 
stantial capital gains; in such case the 
income will be taxed only once at 
259% to the shareholders and not 
twice—that is, 25% to the corporation 
and again at ordinary income rates 
when distributed to shareholders as a 
dividend. 

The election once made may gener- 
ally be revoked for subsequent years 
by consent of all the shareholders. 
The election is automatically termi- 
nated if a new person becomes a 
shareholder and does not consent to 
the outstanding election; also if any of 
the other qualifications previously 
mentioned are no longer met. How- 
ever, an election once made and re- 
voked or terminated generally cannot 
be made again for five years. 

The election may also be useful 
where the corporation will incur a 
loss which could be deducted to better 
advantage by the shareholders in 
their individual returns against other 
income they may have. On the other 
hand, if the corporation had losses in 
prior years which may be carried 
over and deducted against probably 
future profits, the election should not 
be made because such carryovers will 
be lost. There are other “special situa- 
tions” in which the election may be 
desirable. 

Careful advance planning for the 
death of a substantial stockholder is 
extremely important. Frequently, the 
estate of the owner of a closely held 
business will consist largely, if not 
almost entirely, of the stock of the 
company. The stock by its nature is 
not readily marketable—particularly if 
it is a minority interest. If the business 
has shown regular substantial profits, 
the Internal Revenue Service will tend 
to value the stock highly for estate tax 
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purposes, and the estate tax may be | 


quite substantial. The estate will need 
a large amount of cash to pay admin- 
istration expenses and estate taxes. 
Unless such funds are available from 
life insurance or liquid assets of the 
estate, they must somehow be with- 
drawn from the corporation. Other- 
wise some or all of the stock must be 
sold, perhaps to outsiders at sacrifice 
prices. 

Suppose the stock owned by the de- 
cedent is valued at $500,000, and his 


only other property consists of his | 


home and personal effects worth 
$75,000, and a bank balance and 


liquid investments worth $25,000. If | 
he left at least half his property to 


his wife, which would reduce estate 
taxes to the minimum, his estate would 
still need at least $55,000 for estate 
taxes and $50,000 for administrative 
expenses. Thus, the minimum addi- 


tional cash required by the estate | 


would be $80,000. If he were not 
married or were a widower, the 
amount of cash required would be at 
least $165,000. 


A dividend from the corporation 
would be subject to ordinary income 
tax, leaving too little cash and perhaps 
imposing a hardship taxwise on other 
stockholders. Where several stock- 
holders active in the business are in- 
volved, they might well prefer to agree 
in advance, that on the death of any 
one of them, his interest should be 
acquired by the survivors. This would 
prevent outsiders acquiring any inter- 
est, give the wife or heirs of the de- 
ceased a liquid estate, and avoid the 
necessity of the survivors working in 
part for the benefit of the deceased 
owner's widow after his active partici- 
pation in the business has been lost. 
Whether this be the case, or whether 
they would prefer that their families 
retain their interest, the problems can 
usually be solved by advance plan- 
ning. Undue hardships and disrup- 
tion of harmonious business opera- 
tions are thereby prevented. 


Where this course is preferred, the 
parties should generally enter into a 
buy and sell agreement whereby the 
interest of any one of them that dies is 
acquired by the corporation or by the 
survivors directly. An acquisition by 
the corporation—a redemption of all 
the decedent's stock—is usually pre- 
ferable because it is accomplished 
with corporate funds not subjected to 
dividend tax. The net effect on the 
interests of the survivors is the same 
as if they acquired the stock directly 
in proportion to their interests. Such a 
redemption is not taxed as a dividend 
since it constitutes a complete termi- 
nation of the decedent's interest—more

This plan will require that the cor- 
poration have substantial liquid assets 
on hand at the death of any of the 
principals to effect the redemption 
Such funds may often be conveniently 
provided through life insurance car- 
ried by the corporation on the lives of 
such persons as executive officers. The 
corporation should own the policies 
and be entitled to the entire proceeds.

sition. 

Prepare a sound budget: A great 
deal of consideration should be given 
to the preparation of a realistic bud- 
get. The estimated sales derived from 
the market analysis as well as an 
itemized list of expenses should be 
carefully formulated. This should be 
expressed as an estimated profit and 
loss statement. A clearer picture can 
thus be determined as to the profita- 
bility of the venture. The importance 
of budgetary control cannot be em- 
phasized enough. Perhaps no other 
single factor has been more responsi- 
ble for failure in the charcoal business 
than the lack of sound financial plan- 


ning and control. 


Develop a progressive attitude: If 
entry is made into this type of business 
activity, a constant appraisal should 
be made of the operation, competi- 
tion, and the market. A progressive 
and farsighted attitude is a necessity if 
a charcoal producer is to enhance his 
competitive position. Once a firm be- 
comes complacent in this business, it 
is heading for real trouble. 

Danger of Substitute Products: Per- 
haps one of the major factors that

could curtail future demand for char- 
coal would be competitive inroads 
from substitute products. Liquid, 
power, and specialty fuels for outdoor 
cooking are presently found on the 
market and it seems likely that addi- 
tional fuel products will appear as this 
outdoor trend continues. If this situa- 
tion is to be minimized, increased 
planning and promotion must be insti- 
gated, not only on the firm level but 
for the industry as a whole. Since most 
charcoal producers are relatively 
small, organized efforts are impera- 
tive if demand is to be maintained. 
Listed below are a few of the many 
ways that could be employed in try- 
ing to realize this vital objective: 

(1) The establishment of an indus- 
try-wide association that would pro- 
vide its members with periodic com- 
pilations of production and sales data 
bv regions as well as on a national 
basis; conduct market and product re- 
search; establish product standards; 
and engage in general promotional ic- 
tivities such as national sales cam- 
paigns and consumer educational pro-
